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This is a decision on the "PETITION UNDER 37 CFR 1.183", filed 
February 5, 2004, requesting waiver of the two month time period 
set forth in 37 CFR 1.181(f) for filing a petition pursuant to 
that section. 

The petition under 37 CFR 1.183 is DISMISSED for involving a moot 
issue. 

37 CFR 1.181(f) states that "[a]ny petition under this part not 
filed within two months of the mailing date of the action or 
notice from which relief is requested may be dismissed as 
untimely, except as otherwise provided." 1 

It is the current practice of the Office to accept untimely 
petitions to withdraw the holding of abandonment, without the 
need of a petition under 37 CFR 1.181 or a terminal disclaimer, 
in utility and plant applications filed between June 8, 1995 and 
May 29, 2000.
